Hints On Filing Form 1040 


lf You Get Help From IRS . . . 
By RICHARD A. MULLENS 
(Written for NEA Service) 


In this last article of the Tax 
Primer, you will find: 
1. Help in completing Form 1040 
so you will know whether you have 
a refund coming or owe more tax. 
2. Information about what hap­ 
pens to your return after it is 
filed. 
2. Some reminders about filing 
a Declaration of Estimated Tax 
(Form 1040 ES) on your estimat­ 
ed income for 1958. 
lf you are using Form 1040 you 
will enter in line 12, page I of 
Form 1040 the tax from either the 
Tax Table (see article ll of this 
Tax Primer series) or th Tax 
Computation Schedule on page 2 of 
Form 1040. 
The first step in using the tax 
computation schedule on page 
is to enter on line I your adjust­ 
ed gross income as shown in item 
ll* page I. 
What you enter in line 2 is im 
portant. you have a choice of show 
ing either your itemized deductions 
or one of the amounts shown in 
(a) or (b) of the instructions with 
line 2. Use whichever gives you 
the larger deduction. 
Fill out the remainder of the 
tax computation schedule of Page 
2, following the instructions oppo­ 
site each line and you will end up 
on line 9 with the amount which 
goes in item 12, page I, of Form 
1040. 


REMEMBER, you should have 
a Form W-2 from every employer 
who withheld tax from your pay. 
If you had more than one em­ 
ployer, add up the amounts de­ 
ducted from your pay for F.I.C.A. 
(Social Security) tax. You are en­ 
titled to treat any deduction of 
F I.C.A. in excess of $94.50 as ad­ 
ditional income tax withheld. In 
other words any excess will be 
either credited or refunded to you 
provided you report the excess on

ARE YOU ONE OF THOSE taxpayers who believes that if he 
gets help from Internal Revenue people in filling out his return 
that there will be additional check mede on his income and de­ 
ductions? 
If so, you will be interested in the following announcement 
made by the Commissioner of Internal Revenue: 
“There is no special handling given returns prepared for tax­ 
payers by our agents, or for those in which partial assistance has 
been given. Those returns are in exactly the same status as a return 
prepared by any taxpayer in his own home. 
“The taxpayer, regardless of the circumstances under which 
his return was prepared, must stand full responsibility for its 
accuracy. Taxpayers who have received such official assistance 
should be just as careful to retain financial record which relate 
to their returns as any other taxpayers.”

ORDINARILY the Internal Rev­ 
enue Service has three years from 
the time you file your return in 
which to charge you additional tax. 
But if you make a fraudulent re­ 
turn, action can be taken by the 
Internal Revenue Service at any 
time to collect the tax and penal­ 
ties. 
Except for farmers, April 15, 
1958, is also the due date for filing 
the Declaration of Estimated Tax 
for 1958 (Form 1040-ES) and pay­ 
ing the first installment of tax due 
thereon. Farmers who expect to re­ 
ceive at least two-thirds of their 
gross income for 1958 from farm­ 
ing may wait until Jan. 15, 1950, 
to file their first declaration.

,J fn a recent talk before a Salem 
serv ice club, Supt. of Schools E. S. 
K&rr discussed the important phase 
of broadening the curriculum in the 
new senior high school, but nearly 
equal in importance he raised the 
possibilities of adding two additional 
grades to the high school. 
.J hese would be grades 13 and 14 
and, if carried through, would be 
considered pre-college or v ocational 
training. 
^ alem ’s two and one-half million 
dollar high school will be ready for 
occupancy nex t fall, according to 
present schedules, not too soon to 
take care of an ev er-increasing 
stu ­ 
dent enrollment. 
The time seems opportune to giv e 
serious consideration to a study of 
the merits of two pre-college y ears. 
Such a program certainly would in­ 
crease efficiency in the use of the 
school building, teachers and other 
educational personnel. 
Already school buildings are idle 


most of the summer, but this is get­ 
ting into another subject: A four- 
quarter school y ear. 
If the Board of Education saw fit 
to add grades 13 and 14 to the high 
school, some univ ersity might be in­ 
terested in cooperating on an ex ten­ 
sion basis. This, coupled with the ex ­ 
panding Salem Trades School pro­ 
gram at the new senior high, could 
almost giv e Salem a branch college 
classification. 
Salem citizens and the Board of 
Education alway s hav e shared the 
same confidence in a progressiv e ed­ 
ucational 
program, 
curricula 
and 
building-wise. That is why the Salem 
educational sy stem today is ahead— 
not behind—other districts in prov id­ 
ing a properly balanced diet of in­ 
struction for its boy s and girls. 
So long as we keep our educational 
processes open for re-appraisal, the 
sy stem will continue to grow and 
many students will benefit from it. 


Unions o f T h eir Own Choosing 


Th e opening sentence in a pamph let just is­ 
su Æ by Fund for th e Republic reads: 
‘Jk quarter of a century ago in th e United 
Stales th e great issue in industrial relations 
was “unions of th eir own ch oosing.” 
Th e auth or, Clark Kerr, is ch ancellor of 
th é University of California at Berkeleley and 
a ¿b ar economist. Th e pamph let attempts to 
pul th e question of th e unions’ impact on th e 
U.a. economy in perspective, so th ere can be 
reasoned agreement on h ow to solve th e prob­ 
lems th at h ave developed since workers were 
given th e righ t to jjoin “unions of th eir own 
ch oosing.” 
Today’s issue, th e auth or believes, is h ow 
to guarantee workers th e righ t to h ave “unio 
leaders of th eir own ch oosing” and even, to 
a degree, “union rules of th eir own ch oos­ 
ing.” 
He says it is a troublesome issue — th at 
th e individual does need defense against be­ 
ing controlled by th e private government of 
th g- trade union and th at ultimately h is de­ 
fus e “can be guaranteed only by th e state.” 
S ut th e state, in turn, must not be allowed 
tç use its power in such a way th at th e union 
nfigh t be destroyed in th e attempt to defend 
tlje individual. 
TTh is is, of course, th e most troublesome 
isçue th at will be raised in Oh io if voters in 
th is state pass on a proposal to outlaw th e 
uiion sh op as a means of protecting th e in- 
dfcridual. It will be alleged — it already is 
bdmg alleged — th at th is is actually a pro­ 
posal to destroy unions in th e guise of pro­ 
fitin g th e individual. 
•Wh at started out in th e 30s as a drive to 
give workers th e righ t to join unions of th eir 
own ch oosing gradually became a drive to 
nike workers join unions as a condition of 
employment. 
*Jn th e Labor-Management Act, wh ich sough t 
to create a reasonable balance between th e 
righ ts of unions and th e righ ts of manage- 
ntent, workers were guaranteed th e righ t to

Th e Kerr pamph let, bears th e title: “Union 
and Union Leaders of Th eir Own Ch oosing.” 
It could well be used by both unions and 
management in th e referendum in Oh io th is 
year on th e closed sh op. It is generally sym­ 
path etic with th e union point of view, but it 
discusses frankly and calmly wh at it is about 
th e union point of view on th e union sh op 
th at h as caused so many Oh ioans to believe 
th ere must be a sh owdown to protect th e in­ 
dividual’s freedom of ch oice. 
It will not be enough for th e unions’ spokes­ 
men to assert th at no showdown is called for 
and th at th e purpose is to desroy unions. If 
th at were th e only purpose, no referendum 
would be necessary. 


Back to th e Classics 


It is a passing oddity of th e times th at a 
decline in automobile prices accounts for a 
decline in th e so-oalled cost-of-diving index . 
Th ere h as been no official reduction of car 
prices. But th ere h as been such widespread 
sh ading of announced prices by auto re­ 
tailers th at th e effect is th e same as if 
th ere h ad been an announcement of lower 
prices by manufacturers. 
Th e same tendency can be noted in oth er 
places. 
Wh erever 
it’s 
noticed—wh erever 
‘black marketing” in reverse is carried on— 
it becomes evidence th at th e classioal rule 
th at prices will seek th eir own level, relative 
to supply and demand, h as net been repealed 
after all. 
Wh en prices h ave been “fix ed” too low, 
th ey will tend to -rise independently of th e 
“fix .” Th at is black-marketing. Wh en th ey 
h ave betn ‘fix ed’” too h igh , th ey will tend to 
fall—but th ere is no ready-made name for it 
wh en it h appens. Perh aps it sh ould be called 
“ wh ite-marketing.”

Mich ael V. DiSalle of Toledo, 
titular h ead of Oh io Democrats, 
set th e stage for an attack on th e 
record instead of th e man wh o de­ 
feated h im in th e 1956 guberna­ 
torial race. 
Opponents of DiSalle in th e May 
6 primary election are ex pected 
to follow h is cue, instead of sh oot­ 
ing at each oth er. 
DiSalle. 10th to announce for th e 
Democratic nomination, promised 
not to “belittle” h is opponents and 
called for th e losers to unite be­ 
h ind th e party nominee in th e pay­ 
off election campaign nex t Novem­ 
ber. 
“As far as th e incumbent gov­ 
ernor is concerned,” DiSalle said 
of O’Neill, “ th e letdown to th ose 
wh o ex pected so much in th e way 
of leadersh ip h as been staggering. 
“It will be my duty to carefully 
remind th e people of th is state of 
th e pledges made . . . and th e 
failures of th e administration.” 
O’Neill, wh o faces only token 
primary opposition, reviewed th e 
record of h is first year as gover­ 
nor in a folder mailed th rough out 
Oh io. 
Th e folder, marked ‘‘not printed 
at state ex pense,” was distributed 
fiom Marysville by a mailing firm

With th is session of Congress less 
th an a month old, th ere are strong 
indications th at President Eisen­ 
h ower will get less of h is legisla­ 
tive program enacted th an in any 
of h is first five years in th e Wh ite 
House. 
Rep. Rich ard M. Simpson (R- 
P a J, ch airman of th is year’s Re­ 
publican 
congressional 
electi o n 
committee, told th e GOP dinner 
rally in Wash ington wh at th e ad­ 
ministration’s score was: 
In th e Republican-controlled 83rd 
Congress, 19 53-4, ver 70 per cent 
of 
President 
Eisenh ower’s 
pro­ 
grams was approved. 
In 
th e 
Democratic - controlled 
84th Congress, 19 54-5, only 46 per 
cent of th e President’s prog ra m 
was approved. 
In 19 57, first year of th e Demo- 
cratic-controlled 85th Congress, th e 
score went down to 37 per cent. 
A furth er drop in 1958, second 
year of th e 85th Congress, would 
mean th at two out of every th ree 
Presidential recommendations t o 
th e new session would fall by th e 
wayside. 


WHAT HAS HAPPENED is th at 
a largely Democratic-inspired re­ 
volt against Eisenh ower policies 
and leadersh ip h as developed in 
Congress in spite of th e P r e si- 
dent’s personal popularity. 
Th e revolt is receiving silent- 
partner support from some of th e 
GOP 
Old 
Guard 
Conservatives 
wh o in th e past h ave just gone 
along with th e new Republicanism 
for th e coattail ride. 
Th ere is a strong feeling among 
Democrats th at th ey will sweep 
th e 1958 congressional elections. No 
one is predicting h ow many more 
seats th e Democrats will win. But 
th ey are counting on larger ma­ 
jorities th an th ey now h old — th ree 
seats in th e Senate and over 30 in 
th e House, with a couple of va­ 
cancies. 
Republicans won’t openly admit 
belief in th is trend. But many of 
th e candidates for re-election are 
preparing to run scared. First re­ 
ports reach ing Wash ington on th e 
series of GOP dinner rallies wh ich 
President Eisenh ower address e d 
from Ch icago by TV, failed to eli­ 
minate th e scaredness. 


THE PRESIDENT’S talk w a s 
considered a good restatement of 


h is ideals. But it was not seen as 
th e figh ting speech th at h ad been 
promised to send party workers 
raring out to corral votes. 
Th e dinners raised badly need­ 
ed cash for th e GOP. But th ey 
were attended entirely by Repub­ 
licans. And th e talks failed to con­ 
vert many Democrats, wh ich th e 
GOP must do to win. 
Th is year’s Democratic rev o 11 
was sparked by Sen. Lyndon Joh n­ 
son’s criticism of th e administra­ 
tion’s defense program before Pre­ 
sident Eisenh ower’s State of th e 
Union message. 
It h as now been supplemented 
by 
congressional 
proposals 
for 
atomic-powered satellites for outer 
space control. Introduced by Dem­ 
ocratic Senators Anderson of New 
Mex ico, Gore of Tennessee and 
oth ers, th ey go far beyond any­ 
th ing proposed by Republicans. 
Th e resulting ch astisement wh ich 
Secretary Ezra Taft Benson got 
from th e Senate Agriculture Com­ 
mittee indicates th e bitterness of 
Democratic opposition to adminis­ 
tration farm policy. 


THE RECOMMENDATION for 
a give-year ex tension of reciprocal 
trade agreements is meeting oppo­ 
sition wh ich may cut it down to 
th ree years or less, even with new 
escape clauses. 
Administration plans to cut back 
on welfare grants to th e states 
and to transfer some welfare res­ 
ponsibilities from federal to state 
governments are naturals for con­ 
gressional opposition due to opposi­ 
tion from h ome. Oth er adminis­ 
tration-suggested econmies in pub­ 
lic works and reclamation meet 
similar objections. 
It is an even bet th at Congress 
will vote appropriations total i ng 
more th an th e 74-billion-dollar bud­ 
get requested by President Eisen­ 
h ower. 
Th is will be a 
complete re­ 
versal of th e economy drive of 
last year, in wh ich Congress cut 
administration requests by an es­ 
timated five billion dollars. 
In fact, all signs now point to­ 
ward a typical, election-year, run­ 
away session of Congress. Th ere’s 
no 
telling 
wh at 
will 
fin a 1 ly 
emerge, after bitter feuding by 
Capitol Hill against th e W h i t e 
House, even th ough th e President 
won’t figh t back.

Of g reat imiportan c is the an a 
ly sis of those men tal or emotion al 
difficu lties which may be con trib­ 
u tin g to the sev erity or frequ en 
cy of the headaches. 
SOM TIME AGO a Cin cin n ati 
phy sician emphasized the person ­ 
alized an d emotion al factors in - 


ONE OF THE FEW to see the 
en tire Roper report pu t it this way :

sou thern commu n ities bu t were n ot 
the basic cau ses of it. 


THERE ARE THOSE who place 
the respon sibility for mu ch of this 
sen timen t on 
what they term 
the letharg ic sou thern labor ma­ 
chin e as well as employ er oppo­ 
sition . 
On e section of the report say s, 
in effect, that man y workin g peo­ 
ple believ ed that the sou thern la­ 
bor org an izers ran fly - by - n ig ht 
campaig n s. They came in to town s. 
They tried to org an ize. They failed 
man y times an d pu lled ou t — leav ­ 
in g u n ion su pporters a mig hty lon e­ 
ly an d v u ln erable ban d. 
There are those who say that 
the Roper report is at least part­ 
ly respon sible for the slashin g of 
100 n ation al org an izers from the 
AFL-CIO pay roll. Man y of them 
were from sou thern areas. 
It is reported that this su rv ey 
was u sed by the top n ation al offi­ 
cers in their fig ht for the ou ster 
of the Teamsters an d other u n ion s. 
There was the felin g that the sen ­ 
timen t fou n d in the Roper report 
mig ht also be fou n d fu rther n orth, 
as a resu lt of the racket ex ­ 
posu res.
